If transactions of this kind go on 
much Innifer, the Celestials will soon have it all 
their own way, aiul oM Hip Van Winkle will be 
. trausfornied into auotlier kiiKjUom, with Ah 
Pong as the aeaa of tun new solar system. I have 
been in the Gold Coininissifiner's nllice a lew days 
ago, and found that he is deim,' a l.md ollice busi- 
Iies.s, in conse(iuence of the late transfers lieiiif; 
made from the Queen's subjects to tiie mli abitiiits 
of tlieinoon. lie is nener.iUy paid it gold dust 
for services renilereii, and what astounded me very 
much, was his iisiiii; bia-s and leal weights pro- 
miscuously in weighing the precious metal. I 
piesunie it is done in consequence of. there not 
being an inspector of weights and^eosures in the 
country, nor likely to be, unless he is imported 
from the shores of Albion ' '*

EniToii HiitTisit f'oi.oNtsT: — I have seen 
nnthinn lately ill yotir paper from here, so I will 
try and j^ive you a few items. .\11 the companies 
are at work on the Flat, and all are doing well. 
Probably the claims average .*^10 per d,iy to tho 
man, which makes lively times and adds much to 
the Kood nature of claim owners; but tho river, 
which is higher this season t'nnn it was last year 
at the same date, Inia few dayslwill rise above the 
mouths of the high tunnels and stop all mining 
operations for a short time. Very little will be 
done for several weeks on the low bars and 
benches ; but new discoveries arc being conatanlly 
made above high-water mark. Above Hill's Bar 
they have struck bank-diggings which aro p.aying 
vei , f,....ci Mapcs, tu\% i„ ti,e oldest and most 
worketl part of the mines, where dozens of n.rii 
have been lying around for months, waiting for 
tho water to subside, that they might work at tho 
low bars. There are hundreds ' of 'suoh flats up 
and down the river with millions of money in 
them, which one half the cash spent liy Canal 
river prospectcrs would have fully developed. I 
know of two miles of bench diggings, between 
Kmory's anil Te.vas bars, that if properly workerl 
would yield from to .C') per day to 'the ni ui, 
with the prospect of oerasiiiiiully d'liiii; min.'h 
better. Times lue iluU at Vale, hardly enough 
stirring to keep the blood from stagnating.

Separating tlio Lawyers. 

Tlie Cliief Jii>ticB has al last inihlislieil 
thu order iliviJiiifr liie nunuhers of the bar, 
and fiseil the psriotl beyond which biirristers 
cnniiol see clients, nor soiicituts piea'l in hi.s 
Court. The period is July 3(1; and the now 
rule dividing the profession reuds as fol- 
lows : 

And whereas pennissinn was granted by the 
lltli rule of the afDrcsiiid Orders of the twelfth day 
of February, A. D. 18.57, to tlie Barristers of the 
court tu act as Solicitors, and the Solicitors to net 
^ Barristers ; so long only a- there were not a 
suiHciciicy of Barristers and Solicitors, eompcteiu 
and willing to act for the suitors in that capacity. 
And whereas tliorc is now a sullicienoy of liarri..- 
tors and 3olicit')ra entered and eiiruIUMl, and 
willin;/ to net in these vdp'icilies for the suitors 
therein: [lis t'virlluT orilorcd, that so much of the 
eixl'i nilu as poiiiiit.s I)arristi'r.s to act as .Solicilors 
and Solicitors to act os Barristers, shall be revolv- 
ed and annulled. 

Quite a mariced dllTerence e.vists between 
a part of the rule and the remark in Ihe 
Assembly of the introducer of the "Bill to 
regulate the letral profession." The rule 
stales that " there is now a sullicienoy of 
barrister.-? and solicitors entered and enrolled, 
and willino to act m these capacities." Mr. 
Crease, in reply to an inquiry in the House, 
sillied thai ilie bill ohjcrttix'^ to the separation 
of the profession had received tho ^aiicliou 
of nearly,the whole, if not all the members 
orithe bar. There is no doubt hp was cor- 
rect in E<ate(nenl, if wo excepv iha only 
two lawyers in the colony." What is more, 
Ihe public entirely oqnoiit^Av^ allowing 
solicitor!* to act as' bii'rrister«,* 'and barristers 
as soliciior.s. Whence, then, the Chief Jus- 
tice deriveil hi.s iiiforination that thu bar is 
"wdlin^," is rather ilillicult to tell, except 
he drew on iniiigiualion. Possibly it may 
bi; a lei;al lietion. And so far as opportunity 
is allonloil tojnd;;e of the views of the bar, 
if not a lii'tiijii, it is .so surrounded as to look 
very much like a fabncalion. 
• Tlieie is one rule that we cannot discovnr 
imtha nawirules ;Ttbatrtis,"lhat no on? but a 
barrister should sit on the bench." Were that 
rule found and enforced, a very excellent 
i;i/c>ior judge would retire with, applause. 
Possibly it was intentionally letlout^ias the 
Chief Justice is no laWySfj'conaequently no 
barrister. Even four days before his elijva- 
lioii lo the Chief Justiceship lhr()U;rli iidiiiity 
to a oreal colonial ilignitary. ho proved liiin- 
nt;\[-' not well nj) In the profession'' by al- 
teniiilino to try In the hessions llie Rev. Mr. 
.Staines for slealing five of his (Slaines') 

0. vn pigs (!) without an indictment bemg found 
hij the Grand J'iry. Indignation at iiie other 
inagislrali^a even was ao slronyly expressed 
■for,(ipn7ponoqireaQ9<ithal<tbe otbet .magis- 
tratea recorded bii' Ihe'^bobktP'B censure 

.'against him. And yet this genial gentle- 
iiiian'so early distinguished for hi.s legal 
defects, and so well known to be unfitted 
for his present position, undertakes lo scpa 
rail! the solicitors from the barri-teis. 
The wrono llu; public cvporience tlirongli 
bavin;; a judj;o on the bench without a Ie:;a1 
education or experience, is of itself siilii- 
eient, without iiiflicliiio the addition. d (M il 
of dividiiii,' the professiiin so ;is h; niako tlu! 
public pav double fees. As a tneiiiher ol 
the Coniu il, it certainly would have been 
mure appropriate for the Chief Justice to 
have long ago introduced a bill into that 
body to liberalize the profession, iii.stoad of 
spending time to draw up a rule that is a 
direct injury to the legal fraternity and the 
pji})io, IQ: general. Besides, there was no 
tie'eessity t6 enforce the Order in Counuil in 
such haste, particularly as a bill was befoie 
the Assembly to obviate Uu; provision call- 
ing for a separation. Naught lemain.s now, 
however, but to force Crea.so's bill, shorn of 
il.i ohjeclioniilde provi-iciiis, ijirougti till! 
f.eyislatnn; irniiicdi,i;i'!) , s a- l.i render the 
twelfth rule nf the (,'oiirl iniijii'r;itlve. 

Ijii'iiovkmk.s rs. — 111 every ijiiarlur, Vic- 
toiia is steadily improving. No matter in 
what direction we turn, brfoiBand frame 
•buildings are in course of erection, and real 
eiiiateis steadily advancing in value. Lots 
in Ihe suburbs, 60xi20 feet, which could 
have been purchased ilirei; monih^ since for 
8100 and dIfiO, are now held at S3U0 and 
8400. There is now no question of the fu- 
turn proxperity and ct,!iiliien.s of our town.

Our retail liquor dealers, alive to thoir 

own intere.sl8, but not without good cause, 
have circulated for signaturt! a pntition to 
the As.seinbly, praying for a material reduc- 
tion in the lieenso now paid. Tlie only 
wonder is that they have o.vliibiled such 
apathy hitherto, particularly as the different 
classes, of licenses are greatly diapropor- 
tioned, and yet they submitted to pay an 
enormous sum, while others pay compara- 
tively inothitig. Tha/amended Liquor Li- 
cense Law, passed in July last year, fi.ves 
four clas.ses of liiienses : wholesale liquor 
dealers, X25 ; reslaniants, £12 10s.; ale 
and beer houses, £12 lOs.; and general re- 
tailers, £r.'.0. (leneral retailers now ask 
thai the license be reiluced fioin X120 lo 
some sum not e.xeeetling .£'30 per annum 
This was the ainendinent of Mr. Yates in 
the Assembly before the law was passed, but 
it. wa,s voled down ; the reason given being 
that no funds obul'd be found to Irhprove 
the streets, pr^vjd^ad the ,|retay; jlioepse was 
reduced. Such cvcuses are not very states- 
manlike, lo say the''l6a6t, "and it is hoped 
thetpetition for rotjuction will meet a better 
fa'te^lhan aatls' amendment. 

Kelerenco is made in thp petition to 
niiprincipled parlies selling ale and beer at 
£12.10 license, and s|iirituotis and viuDU.s I.- 
qiiors '.vith impunity. — thus inllic.liiiL' on the 
genert'l retailor a si^rious injury. Il is cer- 
tainly rather dillicult lo see any good reason 
why there .should be any ale aii.l beer or 
restaurant license.s at all. A wiser course 
well Id be to merge all the retailers in one 
class, and reduce the price to a reasonable 
su m. The idea o/ fosieriilg'XIeTahd} beer 
houses at the'expensa* ol '^ene'ral retailers, 
is not even '^a'gooQ "t^mpera'ti^e idea, let 
aloiie'jo'it.-' iVh'd "as for 'Ihose' vvho can afford 
to indulge at 'restaWan'ts,1t is dilfioult to see 
why they cannot pay £:iC a year for the 
lu.\ury of enjoying their chainpagne and 
i-ognae at table, as well as iho less oslenla- 
lious will) imbibe at the eounlor. 

One clause of the petition scinints in a di- 
rcetiiin '.liat looks very mucli like a monop- 
oly, '.vliieh is rather to be wondered at, as 
liquor dealers are usually so liberal, ll in- 
directly suugesis protection, and lefusal to 
giaiil hcensi's except as tho population in- 
creases. IS'o such law shonid .ever be on 
the statute b()oks,-Jtet,eypry,,respeolable man 
have a license. The idea of e.xolusive privi- 
Is^^s at the legal bar is an exploded notion, 
and we see no good reason why it .should be 
perpi!luateil at a litpinr bar. 'I'he nuire li- 
ct!nscs oranlcd tlu^ lu^'re revenue lliere will 
he. An eijiial cliariee In elect for theinselvi's 
till! blanch (d business in wiiich to cnuaL;!'. 
without let or hindrai;ce td" any mie shniild 
ho guarnnlced In all. .Siudi a pmiciple 
works well in all olher biaiiclics of indu>try. 
anil no uond reason is i-videiit why a special 
exception ought lo be made by coiiliniiig 
liquor dealing to thepresent licensees. Were 
it proposed to restrict the l-cences lo a {„ 
persons on moral grounds, it would be 
eijually deserving of disapprobation ; but to 
restrict it for pecuniary reasons would be 
decidedly more objectionable. -

dav. One a diunk, and the i.llicr arrcled 
for con veiling a quantity of hay on L'nion 
Wharf into a bed.
